is is good that Northern Ireland should 
tasa stock occasionally of its economic 
- and commercial position. Mr. H. M. 
Pollock, the Minister of Finance, has 
rendered a public service by presenting a 
comprehensive review this week to the 
Belfast Rotary Club. It is a precedent 
which, it is hoped, he will follow; for the 
public is anxious to know and under 
stand the somewhat complicated financial 
arrangements oí Northern Ireland about 
which there is a good deal of misunder- 
standing and some misapprehension. Mr. 
Pollock gave an expert’s estimate of 
Ulster’s gross annual income as 
£62,000,000 to £65,000,000, and added 
that it was nonsense to talk, as some 
people did, that Northern Ireland was on 
the verge of bankruptcy. He also 
declared that the external trade of the 
province amounted to £89,000,000, com- 
pared with New Zealand’s £23,000,000 and 
the Irish Free State’s £67,000,000 and 
Norway's £64,000,000. It is well known 
that the greater portion of Northern Tre- 
land’s linen, shipbuilding, tobacco, 
whiskey, ropes, and engineering products 
are exported abroad, largely to Great 
Britain and thé Dominions. That is one 
of the main reasons why Northern Ireland 
has fought so hard to remain in the British 
fiscal union. 


FINANCIAL UNION. 


It is just in so far as Northern Ireland 
has departed -from close financial union 
with Great Britain that it has been landed 
in difficulties. This first became apparent 
im connection with the Unemployment 
Fund. Northern Ireland established its 
¢wn Unemployment Fund immediately 
before the slump in trade in 1920. That 
fund had not the advantage of accumu- 
Jated reserves: for in the days of its 
greates§ prosperity the Unemployment 
Fund was part of the British Fund. But 
the Northern Fund was not long upon its 
own resources before it was seen that 
danger lay ahead. Instead of re-amal- 
gamating the two funds, a re-insurance 
agreement was entered into with the 
British Fund. This saved the situation, 
and has enabled Northern Ireland to 
maintain the same benefits as in Great 
Britain; but it is not nearly so satis- 
factory an arrangement as complete re- 
amalgamation would have been, which 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald at one time sug- 
gested. Again, instead of Northern Ireland 
setting up house-keeping and trying to 
operate its finances under the one-sided 
Colwyn award arrangement, it would have 
been better if the revenue of both areas 
was pooled and Northern Ireland given its 
share upon a population basis. This 
share would have been much more than 
the cost of all Northern Ireland services 
and the balance, if regarded as imperial 
contribution ~from Northern Ireland 
would show a substantial amount—about 
£6,000,000_ or £7,000,000 per annum, 


THe EDUCATION RATE. 


The imposition by the Government of 
an education rate upon the local authori- 
-ties without any consultation was such an 
arbitrary use of power that it has been 
very strongly resented, and has been aptly 
classed with ‘The Boston Tea. Party.” 
The Association of Northern County 
Councils has protested strongly, and it is 
quite clear that the Northern local 
authorities are not going to tolerate the 
rate. .A Government organ now declares 
that there is no possibility of a with- 
drawal of the levy, as it is now law, but 
that a conference might serve a useful 
purpose, and might ease the situation. It 
also. hints that the local authorities 
should approach the Government with a 
proposes for a discussion, and they would 
e treated sympathetically. The Finance 
Committee of the Belfast Corporation has 
declined to levy the new rate, and has 
referred the whole matter to the Corpora- 
tion for review. Almost every leading 
local authority in Northern Ireland has 


es - 


condemned the new rate. and the general 
veling among members of the Belfast Cor- 
poration is that if all local authorities 
support them in declining to levy the 
rate the Corporation wil 
course. The subject will come before the 
monthly meeting of the Corporation on 
Monday. It has been declared by the 
Minister of Finance that the rate was not 
necessary to balance the Budget. 


CONTROLLING PEDESTRIANS. 


will in future have to “ mind his step ” 
in Northern Ireland, for the Northern 
Parliament has included him in the new 
Motor Vehicles and Road Traffic Bill. A 
new clause, to include the pedestrian, 
who, through negligence, endangers his 
own satety or that of any other road-user, 
was included in the bill in the Senate at 
the instance of the Mayor of Londonderry. 
The Government then declined to accept 
it, and when pressed to a division the 
Government was defeated and the new 
clause was added to the measure. When 
the bill returned to the Commons this 
week the new clause would probably have 
been deleted, but the Government had tied 
up their arrangements for adjournment so 
tightly that an open quarrel with the 
Senate on the subject was quite out of the 
question. The House of Commons has 


will be given to review the new cjause, for 
doubt has been expressed as to the possi- 
bility of making it effective. It will. be 
interesting to see if any prosecutions will 
be instituted for ‘‘ jay-walking ’’ until the 
matter comes again before Parliament. 


CITY EXTENSION. 


Following the opening of the Belfast 
Castle estate for building development, 
it is announced that arrangements have 
been completed for the development as a 
‘park estate’? of portion of Lord 
Deramore’s land on the south side of the 
city. More than 800 acres will be opened 
up for building purposes. There is also 
a considerable amount of building pro- 
ceeding in other parts of the city. These 
houses are of a smaller type, constructed 
under the subsidy scheme. The total 
| Subsidy available for these smaller houses 
is £50, half of which is provided by the 
Northern Government and the other half 
by the Belfast Corporation. With the 
constant expansion of Belfast the necessity 
for an extension of the city boundary 
becomes more apparent. It has already 
been announced that the Corporation 
intends to seek parliamentary powers to 
extend the city boundary ; but, as such an 
extension must involve a_ considerable 
expense in the provision of new roads; 
gas, electricity, water and sewage services, 
objection has already been taken to “he 
scheme. Belfast cannot afford a further 
big rate increase; but, on the other hand, 
it 1s contended that a boundary extension 
would eventually relieve the rates by in- 
creasing the rateable value of the city. 


LINEN. 


The decision of the British Board of 
Trade making it obligatory for certain 
classes of textile goods imported from 
foreign countries to bear indications of 
their origin will be of considerable 
advantage to the Northern linen industry. 
For years the Northern industry has had 
to combat the unfair competition of linen 
goods produced on the Continent and in 
China under cheaper labour conditions. 
Recently a duty has been placed upon 
these imports, but this has not been 
sufficient to prevent the many cases in 
which the imported article sells as Irish 
linen. ‘The Irish Linen Merchants’ 
Association has long felt that the pur- 
chasers of linen goods in Great Britain 
should be given the opportunity of satisfy- 
ing themselves that what they are buying 
is Irish linen of a definite standard of 
quality. The decision of the Board of 
Trade has been reached at the request of 
all the textile organisations in the United 


Kingdom, including the Irish Linen 
Merchants’ Association.

When the decision to rebuild the City Hall | | 
was made the old site was completely cleared, 
and all that remains to tell of the ‘‘troubles’’ 
is a short piece of the boundary wall along 
which still carries «the ‘rusty 
remnants of a barbed wire entanglement, and 
now serves to keep small boys from climbing 
into the building to play.

LORD MAYOR’S PARLOUR. 


Philip Monahan, and the 
numerous other people like the Borough 
Surveyor and the Medical Officer of Health, 
the Municipal Office Block will contain the 
Lord Mayor’s office—I think they used to call 
it the “ parlour ’”—and the Council Chamber. 
As the Cork Corporation consists of only 
twenty-one members a large chamber is not 
necessary, and that which the architects, a 
Dublin firm, have designed, appeared, even in 
the unfinished state in which I saw it, to be 
very well suited to its purpose, and has two 
public galleries, one on each side of the room. 

The electric light fittings caught my eye 
as 1 walked round on a tour of inspection 
with Mr. Monahan. They are, I was told, 
of German design, and have been carefully 
chosen to fit in with the general scheme. 
Most of them (fit flush with the 
ceiling, and are of a type which will not 
necessitate frequent cleaning; that was a 
good thought, because in many public build- 
ings the suspended fittings collect the dust, 
and cleaning costs money in these days. The 
tiled kitchens for the preparation of meals 
for functions in the City Hall are another 
example of forethought which has been- put 
into the design and construction of the build- 
ing. Modernity and low maintenance costs 
have been kept in mind by the architects, 
and the results are certainly commendable. 

Not for about another eighteen months will 
the other part of the building be ready for 
occupation. This will contain a large con- 
cert hall, capable of accommodating 1,500 
people, and when this is finished the people 
of Cork will have a City Hall of which they |. 
may well be proud. 

From the windows the officials, if they 
have time to rest from their labours, will be 
able to see some very fine views of the 2,685 
acres which they help to govern, and the 
steeple of Shandon, with the tewer of St. 
Mary’s Cathedral nearby, will help to remind 
them that, while Cork is a really up-to-date 
city, it has a fine tradition on which to build 
the future.

MORE THAN 2,000 
PICTURES A SECOND. 


—- o—— 
HIGH-SPEED CAMERA 
DEVELOPMENT. 


That the kinematograph has other uses than 
the provision of mere amusement is now 
enerally recognised, states Hngineering. 

here has recently been a demonstration of 
a high-speed camera which should have many 
scientific and industrial applications, since 
it is capable of taking over 2,000 pictures 
per second. Moreover, the actual time which 
any part of the event occupies can be seen 
in the projected picture, since an electrical 
clock is photographed simultaneously with the 
phenomenon, and an image of it appears on 
each picture. 

in practice, excellent pictures have been 
secured at speeds up to 2,000 frames per 
second, and when projected at the normal 
speed the movements seen are about one- 
hundredth of the speed of the actual move- 
ment of the object, this being about 350 times 
slower than the ordinary slow-motion pictures 
of the kinematograph theatre. 

At the demonstration above referred to a 
film showing a marble dropped into a bowl 
of milk was exhibited, among many others. 
This ‘was particularly interesting, as, after 
the first splashes from the crater appeared 
to have subsided, a long tapering column 
of milk shot up at a high speed to a height 
of several inches, later breaking up into drops 
and — subsiding. Doubtless, high-speed 
machinery and electrical phenomena ‘could 
be investigated with interesting results by 
thig means.

appointments held.under the City of London 
Livery are those of the four ale-conners. 

The senior conner, Mr. Edward Hipwell, 
who was first appointed twelve years ago, 
said in an interview that there was a small 
remuneration, but nowadays no duties, ''in 
the old times inns brewed their own beer, 
and they called in the ale-conner to approve 
the brew. The conner knew he was wanted 
when he saw a sign or ale stake put out. 

An innkeeper who sold beer that the conner 
had not approved would be brought before 
the city authorities and fined. If one of his 
pewter tankards was found to be dented, 
causing short measure, the whole lot would 
be condemned. ‘The conner also had to fix 
the price of ale according to its strength 
and quality.” : , 

The appointment of the city ale-tasters is 
said to date as íar back as the first charter 
of William the Conqueror. Originally they 
were elected at the folk moot, subsequently 
at the ward moot, and for the past 500 years 
they have been elected by the Livery.

R. SEAN OG O’KELLY, General 

Secretary, Gaelic League, opened the 

Meath Feis to-day in Navan Show 

grounds in the preseace of a very big at- 
tendance. : 

Mr. O'Kelly said that he came there to tell 
them what the Gaelic League stood for. He 
did not want to enthuse them with an elec- 
tion speech, but rather to give them a re- 
minder of what the Feis stood for, so that 
they would remember it. He was there on 
Friday adjudicating at the Irish language 
and history compétitions, and the Irish was 
as good as in any other county. The pupils 
in the history competition knew more of 
Irish history than 90 per cent. of the people 
of any other county. He knew Irish history 
as well as most people, but there were 
students there who knew more about Irish 
history and its particula: reterence to affairs 
in Irish public life than he did himself, . 

Having paid a tribute to the teachers in 
this regard, he said that Irish conversational 
powers were weak, due to the want of prac- 
tice in speaking among themselves. ile 
Playing on the hurling, football, camogie and 
other grounds, or ainine music, Irish 
should be the medium of conversation. He 
would like to see Meath taking its place as 
the leader of the Gaelic revival. They had 
proud traditions in Meath, and they should 
teach their children to be Irish and nothin 
but Irish. Anglicisation had ruled for 7 
years in this country and our native in- 
dustries were destroyed ; 
these industries coming into their own. 


IRISH FACTORIES. 


It was one of the objects of the Gaelic 
League movement to see that Irish factories 
would be started, because they believed in 
an treland self-supporting. The Gaelic 
League desired to support Irish games— 
hurling, football and camogie. Some people 
would say that there are Bunty players who 
speak Irish, but for every Rugby player who 
spoke Irish there were hundreds who did 
not. At a Rugby banquet the other day the 
first toast was ' The King.” There was no 
reference to Irish. Some people would say 
that was politics; it was not; it was 
nationality. They did not want a King. 

The Gaelic League was often condemned 
for criticising, but it was their duty to criti- 
cise in the right spirit. They must tell 
people when they were going wrong. There 
was a twenty-six county Parliament in Dublin, 
and Irish was supposed to be the official 
language, but there were not 15 per cent. of 
the meinbers in that Dail who knew Irish, 
and of that number tá per cent, spoke Irish 
once a year. ‘They believed that nothing 
but Irish should be. spoken there, and he 
nanan. le would not be long until they had 
a Parliament for the thirty-two counties, and 
that Irish would be the official language of 
that Parliament, The political organisations 
should insist on the men they sent up as their 
Dail representatives being Irish speakers. 


THE OFFICIAL LANGUAGE. 


Irish was the official language, but, if he 
wanted to summon a man, he must do so in 
English. The Gaelic League was determined 
to see that Irish would be used in judicial 
administration and would be the official 
language of the Law Courts. Not long ago 
the Gaelic League was taken to task for 
criticising Government Departments, but the 
Gaelic League was found to be in the right. 
Concluding, he stressed the importance of the 
Gaeltacht and of the officials in charge fol- 
lowing the advice of the Gaelic League. 

Mrs. Conway said that if they lost touch 
with the glorious traditions of the past the 
Irish would become strangers in their own 
country. 

The Rev. Father Mulvanny said that he 
hoped they would go away from the Feis 


Irish language and everything associated with 
it. He looked forward to the day when 
foreign dances would have disappeared from 
their midst, and the sooner the better. The 
history of Ireland, Pagan and Christian, was 
written on the many monuments along the 
Boyne from Trim to the sea, from the caves of 
Grange and Dowth, reminding them of Ire- 
land’s history 3,000 years before the Christian 
era to Tara, Chrictian and Pagan. 

There were more than 2,000 competitors at 
the Feis as compared with 1,300 last year.

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After describing the ceremonial by which 
the church was consecrated, Dr. Downey 
went on to say that all along the pathway 
of the ages the faithful had always striven to 
make their churches worthy temples of the 
Living God. It was in this spirit that the 
great medieval cathedrals were built, to be 
edifices not merely in which, but with which 
to worship God. And it had always been 
considered fitting that, before a church was 
solemnly dedicated, it should be made 
in every way worthy of the superb ritual of 
the et of consecration. As he beheld 
that church he should congratulate the people 
on its balanced proportions, its spacious 
dignity, its spirit of reverence, and its 
devotional adornment. 

“Your church,” continued Dr. Downey, 
“has a history of which you may well be 
proud, from its humble beginning as a chapel 
of ease in 1814 down to the period of its 
restoration, begun a quarter of a century ago 
by Archdeacon Flavin, and carried to its 
present happy completion by Monsignor 
Walsh.

Germany’s Blood Bath. 
All Europe has been shocked by the 


dramatic and terrible events that have 
taken place in Germany during the last 
few days. Throughout last week there was 
a suspicion that all was not well in the 
Reich, but nobody could have foretold that 
matters would come to a head with such 
brutal suddenness. Even now full details 
are lacking, but it is possible to gain a 
fairly clear picture of what may be 
described as the second Revolution. The 
Nazis’ power in Germany has been based 
mainly on two quasi-military bodies— 
the “ 8.A.” (Sturmabteilungen), commonly 
known as the “Brown Shirts,” and the 
“8.8.” (Schutestaffel), a corps d’*élite, 
drawn from the ex-officer class, which has 
been acting directly under the orders of 
General Goering. The ‘‘S.A.,’’ which 
‘numbered some millions of members, were 
directed chiefly by men who had been close 
to Herr Hitler ever since the notorious 
‘Beer Cellar’’ Putsch in Munich shortly 
after the War. It seems now that a 
certain number of these “ 8.A.” leaders, 
including Major Roehm, their supreme 
chief, were engaged in a plot against the 
Nazi triumvirate, Herren Hitler, Goering 
and Goebbels. The plot was nipped 
in the bud with ruthless terrorism. Herr 
Hitler personally arrested. Major Roehm 
in a house near Munich, while General 
Goering was responsible for a sudden 
swoop on all the other ‘‘S.A.” leaders in 
the Reich. Berlin was thrown into a 
state of siege. General Goering’s picked 
men from the ‘‘§.S.’’ carried out the 
arrests with relentless efficiency, and 
within a few hours Herr Hitler and his 
two chief henchmen were completely 
masters of the situation. 

Mystery surrounds most of Saturday’s 
events; but there is no doubt that several 
lives have been lost. For some unknown 
reason General von Schleicher, a former 
Chancellor of the Reich, who had no con- 
nection of any kind with the “‘§.A.,’’ fell 
under suspicion and, with his wife, was 
Shot dead “ while resisting arrest ’’ in 
It is reported that Major Roehm 
was shot he had refused his 
captors’ offer to allow him to commit 
suicide. Ernst, the notorious ex-waiter, 
who was in charge of the “ Brown Shirts ”’ 
in the Berlin-Brandenburg area, and 
Heines, the equally notorious chief of the 
Silesian area, also were killed, having been

In an official broadcast 
from Berlin on Saturday night very serious 
charges were made against the ‘S.A. ”’ 
leaders, including an allegation recalling 
the Eulenburg scandal of pre-Waz days 
which nearly cost the Hohenzollerns. their 
Throne. It was asserted, furthermore, 
that some of the conspirators were intrigu- 
ing against Herr Hitler with an unnamed 
‘ foreign’? Power. In order, apparently, 
to make assurance doubly the 
“ 8.8, ” men arrested Herr von Papen, 
who is Herr Hitler’s Vice-Chancellor. One 
report states that when he had been in- 
terrogated he was set free again ; according 
to another he still is a prisoner in his own 
house. Dr. Schacht, of the Reichsbank, 
also was reported to have been assas- 
sinated ; but here again there has been an 
official contradiction.

Major 
Roehm and his associates, controlling the 
“Brown Shirts,’’ evidently believed that 


they could seize supreme power for them- . 


selves; but they reckoned without their 
hosts. The malcontents have been crushed 
in a way which must horrify all civilised 


people. It must not be forgotten, however, 


that Germany is in a state of revolution. 


Kid gloves do not seem to be included in 
the Nazi equipment, and neither General 
Goering nor Dr. Goebbels makes the least 
apology for what has been done. “ We 


| shall shoot anybody who resists us,” 


declares the former with crude frankness. 


©The hand that is raised against us will 


be broken,” says the fiery Dr. Goebbels. 
It is too soon yet to deliver a verdict; 
besides, Germany’s internal methods are 
her own affair. All their friends, how- 
ever, must sympathise with the German 
people. They have suffered agonies since

We have litle liking for President de 
Valera’s hit-or-miss system of tariffs, and 


| are confident that it is productive of more 
j harm than good. There is justification, 


however, for a tariff that may tend to im- 
prove the level of a nation’s art, and such 
is the revised duty on imported statues, 
statuettes and busts, made of plaster. In 
no respect have Irish artists: made such 
progress within the last twenty years or 
so as ih the designing and decoration of 
churches. Our secular architecture is un- 
inspired, but our ecclesiastical architecture 
bears the characteristics of a genuine im- 
pulse, and has done great honour to Ire- 
land. Unlike England and the countries 
of continental Europe, we have few stately 
medieval churches; but the quality of 
our modern work—even if, as yet, it has 
been shown cnly on a small scale—is equal 
to that of any modern arcliitecture. St. 
Thomas's parish church, in Gloucester 
street, Dublin, and quite a number of 
Roman Catholic churches—at Spiddal, at 
Lough Derg, at Westport, at Lusk, and at 
several other places—mark a true revival 
of Irish genius. Concurrently with this 
renaissance of church architecture has 
come a revival of Irish work in the 
decoration of churches and the increasing 
number of churches which have invoked 
the talent of Irish artists for their adorn- 
ment is a very hopeful omen for the 
future. There ought. to be no boundaries 
against art, and Ireland should be pre- 
pared to serd for craftsmen from other 
countries when she cannot find craftsmen 
of her own to do the work as well. The 
fact is, however, that in this matter of 
church decoration the work of our Irish 
craftsmen is not only better than the 


average importations from outside, but far 


more closely in sympathy with the new 
trend in architecture. Metal-work goes 
from the Dublin studios to adorn churches 
at the ends of the earth; some of our 
stained glass has a world-wide reputation ; 
yet we continue to import metal-work 
and stained glass that are lamentably 
inferior to the native products. A 
nation that prides itself on its fidelity 
to religion ought to take pride -in its 
churches. We are convinced that the co- 
operation of the ecclesiastical authorities 
and Irish artists will produce results that 
could not be achieved by any other 
alliance, and that religion will benefit 
thereby. If the Government’s tariffs are 
really designed to foster Irish art and to 
enhance the dignity of Irish churches by 
controlling the flood of importations from 
foreign factories, every enlightened person 
will give them his approval.

Gliding. | 
Our lack of interest in the science of 
gliding contrasts strangely with the 


English enthusiasm for it. There are to- 
day at least fifty clubs in Great Britain, 
affiliated with the National Gliding Asso- 


ciation, against which we have only one 


club in the whole of Ireland, and none at 
all in the Free State. The Northern club 
is in a flourishing condition. It is well 
established by this time, and has to its 
credit the fact that not very long after its 
initiation it contrived to set up a record. 
The Saorstdt’s backwardness in this matter 
is no credit to her. Gliding is by no means 
a uew science; it has been practised 
extensively in Germany since the War, as 
a result of the limitations on the ownership 
of aeroplanes, and has thousands of 
adherents to-day. Yet in the whole area 
of Saorstát Eireann there exists only one 
glider—in process of construction. The 
obstacles to the science’s popularity, of 
course, are not inconsiderable. Dublin is 
the centre for all forms of new endeavour, 
but many difficulties confront him who 
would go a-gliding thence. The chief 
of them is that the prevailing winds in the 
neighbourhood of the capital are south- 
westerly, so that, to obtain the benefit of 
these winds—the necessary updraughts— 
the potential flyer must seek the south- 
westerly slopes of the Dublin Mountains, 
which are at an inconvenient distance from 
the city. Difficulties, however, e:-.t only 
to be overcome, and we hope that the 
solitary glider at Baldonnel will be merely 
the first of many. Gliding is a useful and 
a valuable sport, and, so long as the price 
of private aeroplanes takes them beyond 
the reach of all but a very few people in the 
Free State, we must regard it as the sole 
means to catch up on the rest of the world 
in respect of “ airmindedness.”’

Ave Atque Vale, 


“Tt is a tragedy,’ said Sir Henry 
Lytton on Saturday night at the Gaiety 
Theatre, ‘‘for an actor to stand upon the 
stage and to know that, when the curtain 
falls, it falls on his last act.” After fifty 
years’ connection with the D’Oyly Carte 
Opera Company, he was making his final 
bow, and we can understand with what 
emotions he made it. The painter and 
the writer build their own monuments ; 
but, the actor’s art is more perishable than 
pictures or books. He must re-create it 


night by night, and when he _ stops 
he seems to have left nothing for 
posterity. More intimately than almost 


any other actor in modern times, Sir 
Henry Lytton has bound up his per- 
sonality with the plays in which he 
took part. and it is almost impossible to 
imagine the Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
without him.’

AID UNEMPLOYED.

The King and Queen went to Westminster 
Abbey as pilgrims yesterday. They were lead- 
ing a great national j, alee of thousands 
of their subjects to Cathedrals all over Eng- 
land in aid of the unemployed in the “dis. 
tressed and derelict areas. ae 

Little Princess Elizabeth went with them, 
giving a lead to other children to join the 
pulgeimuage, which will continue for a fort- 
night at,more than forty Cathedrals. 

The King and Queen and the Princess drove 
from Buckingham Palace, and were received 
at the west door of the Abbey by the Dean 
of Westminster, Dr. Foxley Norris. 

The'vast Abbey was crowded with pilgrims, 
all of whom had paid half a crown for their 
‘‘ pilgrim tickets,”’ 

Like nearly all the other pilgrims, the King 
and Queen and Princess Elizabeth each wore a 
medal “ pilgrim badge,’’ which they had pur- 
chased before entering the Abbey. It was a 
spectacle that has not been seen in English 
history for many hundreds of years — the 
Sovereign leading his people on a solemn 
pilgrimage. 

t was Princess Elizabeth’s first appearance 
at: a ceremonial Service at the Abbey. 

She followed the Service from a printed 
order paper. The Princess sat on a great oak 
chair, so high that her legs scarcely reached 
the yround, while the Queen sat on a bacxless 
stool, intended for her grand-daughter. 

The mistake arose because intimation that 
the Princess was coming only reached the 
Abbey authorities a quarter of an hour before 
the Service began, and a stool for her was 
placed between the two Royal chairs. The 
‘jueen, howeyer, wished to sit next to the 
King, on his left, and as they reached the 
chancel she motioned her grand-daughter to 
the other big chair. | 

Dr. Foxley, the Dean, in an address, de- 
scribed the pilgrimage as a sacrificial act, to 
show. our determination that a way must; and 
should be found whereby the souls of 
hundreds of thousands of our fellow-men 
should be rescued from despair, 

Pound and ten shilling notes, as well as 


bank notes of higher value were among the 


offers in the collection for the unemployed. 

The King and Queen and the Princess made 
their offerings on gold-tasselled cushions 

As the Service ended the congregation, led 
by a roll on the drums by four drummers of 
the Coldstream Guards, sang the National 
Anthem.

THE IRtsH TIMES OF JULY 2, 1914. 


It is now revealed that Archduke 
Ferdinand of Austria was killed by 
an explosive bullet, and that the 
plot was so widespread that he 
could not have left Bosnia alive. 
His body and that of his wife have 
been embalmed, and, carried on 
the shoulders of soldiers, conveyed 
by train to Metkovitch, in Dal- 
matia. being there transferred to a 

warship. The funeral procession 

marched through black-draped 
streets to the thunder of volleys 
from massed battalions in Sarajevo. 
In Metkovitch the guns boomed all 
day. Throughout Europe the 
greatest tension prevails. 

In Britain Lords and Commons 
voted sympathy and indignation 
at the assassination, and asked 
H.M. King George to convey their 
messages to the Austrian Emperor. 
Both Houses of Parliament are 
greatly concerned with the Irish 
situation, and in the _ Lords 
Viscount Morley, on the second 
reading of the Government of 
Ireland Amendment Bill, passion- 
ately appealed for Home Rule, 
while the Earl of Wicklow told the 
Government that it would be better 
to put the bill on the Statute Book 
in peace rather than to the accom- 
paniment of civil war. _ 

In the meantime the Head- 
quarter Staff of the Ulster Volun- 
teers has ordered that arms are to 
be carried openly, while the Pro- 
visional Committee of the National 
Volunteers in the South has 
appealed for funds to arm and 
equip that force.

VIOLENCE IN 
GERMANY.

The expected developments in Germany 
have come sooner than was expected, and 
seem to have been accompanied by a 
startling violence. Herr Hitler has not 
waited for a revolution to arrive, but has 
struck first, with, terrible results to those 
who threatened the continuance of his 
power. In diplomatic quarters it is feared 
that. the trouble in store for the German 
people is only beginning, and that there 
is likely to be more arrests and disturb- 
ances during the next few days. It is not 
improbable that the aged President von 


Hindenburg may decide to take a hand in } 


the game if he comes to the conclusion that 
Herr Hitler is going too quickly, since he 
is assured of the support of the Army as 
long as-he does not use it to injure the 
““leader.” The resignation of Herr von. 
Papen, the Vice-Chancellor, who may be 
regarded as a favourite protégé of the 
President, is bound to follow upon his 
arrest yesterday, and this.may tend to pre- 
cipitate another crisis. The new leader 
of the Storm Troops, Victor Lutze 
almost unknown to the German people 
Most of his activities have been in 
Hanover, and in February of last year, 
after the Hitler revolution, he was 
appointed Police President of Hanover. 
and then Provincial President of the same

State. He will now wield enormous 
powers, and his name will become a house- 
hold word if Herr Hitler can maintain lis 
leadership. | 


The Naval Conversations. 


Important naval conversations between 
the Governments of Great Britain, France 
and Japan will open in London during the 
next few days—perhaps on the arrivai of 
M. Barthou, the French Foreign Minister, 
who will reach London to-morrow week. 
These discussions must have an important 
bearing upon the international Nava! Con- 
ference to take place here next year, though 
preliminary discussions have revealed 
many difficulties, and unless some of them 
are removed in the near future it is quite 
Conference may he 
abandoned. Great Britain certainly will 
demand a larger number of cruisers. 
American and Japanese views are known 
to be out of alignment, and a further com- 
plication to the Franco-Italian difficulty in 
the Mediterranean has been introduced by 
the re-appearance of Germany as a naval 
Power with the launching of the third 
pocket battleship and the laying down of 
the fourth. In all these conditions the 
prospect of a satisfactory outcome to the- 
Conference, if it takes place next year, is 
not promising. 


Black Shirts in Politics. 


The Black Shirts, under Sir Oswald 
Mosley, are preparing tg.take part in the 
next general election, and at the. head- 
quarters of the movement._jn Chelsea men 
are being instructed how to"speak at public 
meetings, to answer questions by hecklers, 
and to canvass for votes. Women are 
taking part in all the preparations, and the 
leaders of the movement hope to consoli- 
date the great body of opinion which, thev 
claim, exists in the country in their 
favour. It is in this hope that an electoral! 
machine is being created to mobilise the 
voting strength of the party when the 
moment arrives. There can be little doubt 
that the movement is appealing greatly to 
young men. One has but to watch the 
scenes in the streets, particularly in the 
outer suburbs, to see its attraction. 


Private Armies. 


The Government has not yet been ablb 
to make up its mind about the wearing of 
uniform by unofficial bodies, but i} 
Sweden, where there has been a consicer- 
able amount of trouble over the question 
of prohibiting private armed forces, 
Government measure !.as been adopted. 
The question came to the fore years ago 
when, because of Communist agitation, 
such a corps was organised with Con- 
servative support. [t was dissolved because 
of the opposition that it called forth, but 
later, and especially after the revolution 
in Germany, new tendencies which might 
lead to the creating of such corps. by 
politically opposed groups became apparent. 
The new law prohibits the formation of 
organisations intended to serve as defence 
and similar 


corps of political parties 
groups, or to carry out the duties of 


military troops or police forces. The pro- 
hibition does not apply to groups which 
are formed with a view to assisting in 
the defence of the realm or the forces 
organised by the police for their assist- 
ance. This law may be viewed in connec- 
tion with the one prohibiting the use of 
uniforms of any kind at public appear- 
ances of political organisations. 


Britain's Beef. 


The Government's proposals for the 
assistance of English beef producers are 
awaited with considerable interest, in view 
of the varied character of the suggestions 
put forward. Farmers are divided with 
regard to the form of assistance. On the 
one hand, it is urged that there shouid 
be a direct subsidy on simple conditions. 
In other quarters a preference is expresse«| 
for a grading and marketing scheme 
attached to the subsidy. The reduction of 
foreign imports has not had the effect 
anticipated owing to a variety of circum- 
stances, among wich the most important 
are decreased consumption of beef and the 
higher grade of the imports; for the 
falling off in the foreign supplies has been 
in the cheaper grades, so that the genera! 
quality of the imported meat has been 
higher, and has thus entered into more 
direct competition with home produce. 


The Cabinet. 


The ministerial changes made on Fridav 
have met with approvgl in official circles, 
and the promotions are regarded as fully 
justified. One or two people complain 
that Mr. Hore-Belisha has not been ac- 
mitted into the Cabinet, but it was the 
turn of the Conservatives for a promotion, 
and this follower of Sir John Simon, un- 
doubtedly, will be the next Cabinet 
Minister to be appointed. The speed with 
which the new appointments followed upon 
the retirement of Sir Henry Betterton 
from the Government was remarkable, but 
it is understood that haste was due to the 
necessity of leaving Mr. Baldwin with a 
full and united body of supporters during 
the absence of the Prime Minister, "ho 
began his long holiday to-day. 


: National Camping Parks.

| Commons is taking great intere.: in the 


plans o* the Forestry Commission, which 
propose to convert considerable forest an: 
mountain areas into national camping and 
“hiking” parks. The Government: will 
be asked to co-operate in the provision 
of increased facilities for the campers 
and “ hikers.’’ Areas which ma, be 
developed into national parks include part 
of the Snowdon range, the Cairngorm 
range in Scotland, and th Thetford Chase 
area in Norfolk The opinion of a mem- 
ber of the Commission is that it is un- 
likely that anybody will oppose the scl.eme. 
The proposals have been given influentia! 
support, but financial assistance wil! 
be necessary before the scheme can_ be 
carried into operation. Camping 4n‘ 
“hiking ’’ will flourish, and the only 
question is whether they ought to be

selves’ Herr Hitler, for his part, has 
given proofs of his devotion to the 
efficiency of the Reichswehr, and of his 
determination to keep it clear of politics. 
' A passing word of sympathy must be 
spoken at this moment for its supreme 
chief, the aged Field-Marshal, to whom, 
without any doubt, the present violence 
and chaos of German public life must 
cause profound distress. He is generally 
understood to have sanctioned Herr von 
Papen’s recent plea for moderation and for 
the right to criticise, and it may be noted 
that the Vice-Chancellor, who was then 
severely criticised by the Left wing of the

THE DUKE OF MARLBOROUGH. 


The Duke of Marlborough died cn Satur- 
a short illness at his London 


dav aite: 

residence in Carlton House terrace, aged sixty- | 
two vears. Among.those present at his bed- 
sige was his cousin, Mr. Winston Churchill. 
The Duke was the head of two famous 
families—the Spencers and the -Churchills. 


Charles Richard John Spencer Churchill, ninth 
Duke, was born in Simla on November 15, 
1871, during the visit to India of his father 
and mother, then Marouess and Marchioness 
of Blandford and afterwards Duke and Duchess 
of Marlborough, his mother being Albertha, 
daughter of the first Ibuke of Abercorn. 

The late Duke was & Knight of the Garter 
and a member of the Privy Council. - Edu 
cated at Sunningdale, Winchester, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, he was still at Cambridge 
when his father died and he succeeded to the 
title, He accepted a commission in the Ox- 
fordshire Yeomanry, and, taking his pro- 
fession seriously, he passed through the Staff 
College. Politics for a time attracted him. 
He was Paymaster-General in Lord Salis- 
bury’s Administration, but on the outbreak of 
the South African War he volunteered for 
active service. He went out with the Im- 

H w 
erial Yeomanry, and as A.D.C. to Sir Ian 
fami'ton took part in the advance through 
the Orange Free State and on to Johanneés- 


burg. His services were mentioned in de- 
spatches. 
The Duke, on his return to England, was 


appointed Lord High Steward, and in that 
capacity he acted at the Coronation of King 
Edward VII. Mr. (afterwards Earl) Balfour 
made him Under Secretary for the Colonies 
in 1903, and his name then became associated 
with a scheme of Imperial preference. The 
last political office that he held was that of 
Joint Parliamentary Secretary to the Board 
df Agriculture (1917 to 1918). 
_ The Duke of Marlborough was Mayor of 
Woodstock in 1907 and was Lord Lieutenant 
of Oxfordshire and Honorary Colonel of the 
Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light In- 
fantrv. He married first. in 1895. Consuelo, 
daughter of Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt, of New 
York, by whom he had two sons. The 
marriage was dissolved in 1921, and the Duke 
married Gladys Marie, daughter of Mr. 
Edward Parker Deacon, of Boston, United 
States of America. 
The Marquess of 


Blandford, the Duke’s 


elder son by the frst marriage, succeeds to 
the title. Aved thirty-six vears, he served in 
the Life Guarcs. and in 1918 was in France 
and Belgium.

MUTINY CRUSHED, 


This meant that several Storm ‘Troop 
chiefs would have to go. They strongly 
objected to abandoning the pleasant lives 
they had been living, and determined on a 
protest by. assembling their men in Munich 
under the slogan, ‘‘ The State is in Danger 
from the Heactionaries.”” Their future in- 
tentions. were nebulous, and, in any case, 
frustrated by Hitler’s dramatic personal in- 
tervention at Whiessee, near Munich. 

The incipient mutiny. has been crushed 
thoroughly, and, for the time being at any 
rate, there is no prospect of a repetition, 
and Hitler and Goering remain masters of 
the situation and of Germany. 

General Von Schleicher’s part in the con- 
spiracy appears to have been that of negotiat- 
ing with Captain Roehm and other Storm 
'‘l'roop leaders as to his position should the 
revolt succeed. Success was to mean his 
second Chancellorship and an entire reversal 
of German international and foreign policy. 
Failure meant the death which has now come 
to him. Nobody believes that General Von 
Schleicher was shot, dead with his wife while 
resisting: arrest, as the official version says. 
Everybody is ‘convinced that General Von 
Schleicher was- shot dead, and that his wife

THE LESSON OF 
ST. BRIGID. 


FATHER ANTONINE’S 
—--é—— 
From Oung Reporter, 


DUNDALK, Sunday. 
[over the » of Irish pilgrims scattered 


over the wooded slopes of the ancient 

fort at Faughart, which was St. 
Brigid’s birthplace, listened to-day to a 
Franciscan preacher’s appeal to Ireland's 
“rear to come back in spirit and rescue 
er people from “ a mire of sin.” 

The time and scene gave the first national 
pilgrimage to Brigid’s shrine a perfect 
setting. Tall trees surrounded the shrine, 
in its secluded glade, giving the impression 
of a natural cathedral, with the vault of a 
summer sky overhead. To this spot—four 
miles from Dundalk—marched the pilgrims, 
coming from every part of Ireland. 

One thousand came from Belfast, and many 
thousands more from Dublin, all marching 
in procession from Kilcurry. Among them 
were many of the Free State’s leading 
citizens, including President de Valera, Mr. 
Cosgrave, Mr. Sean T. O’Kelly, Mr. Frank 
Aiken, Senator Connolly, Mr. F. Fahy 
(Speaker of the Dail), the Lord Mayor of 


| Dublin and the chief Whips of the two prin- 


cipal parties in the Dail, Mr. P. J. Little and 
Mr. P. 8. Doyle, as well as other deputies 
and senators and a large number of robed 
members of the Dublin Corporation. 

At the head oí the procession rolled a 
cart bearing a relic, consisting of a fragment 
of the saint’s skull, enclosed in a golden 
casket, and tended by a bodyguard of six 
little girls, clad in white, and all christened 
with the name of Brigid. There were mem- 
bers of confraternities and sodalities, in their 
variegated robes, Catholic Boy Scouts, and 
thirty companies of Catholic Girl Guides. 


THE SERMON, 

Cardinal MacRory wound up an impressive 
ceremony late this evening, when he blessed 
the kneeling throng, after Mass had been 
celebrated, with trumpets pealing to. signal 
the Elevation of the Host. — Before that, 
there was a sermon by Father Antonine, 
O.F.M., who spoke through amplifiers from 
a scarlet. pulpit, standing on the platform of 
the elaborate shrine. : 

Father Ántonine deplored the lack of in- 
terest which Irish people had shown in their 
woman saint, and traced the story of her life, 
from her birth, in slavery in her father’s 
housejpld, until the time when she had 
secured her freedom, and was offered by her 


| father in marriage, though she had chosen 


otherwise, She was . beautiful, said the 
preacher, and she had charm and grace. 

She besought God, that He might take 
away her beauty, in order that she might 
preserve to Him the beauty of her soul. The 
prayer was granted, and the future . husband, 
riding over the plains of Leinster. to see his 
bride, felt, repelled, and, having taunted her 
father with his intended ‘“‘imposture,’’ turned 
his horse and rode away. : 

“I like to think,” said Father Antonine, “of 
that little girl. not yet out of her ‘teens, with 
all her life before her, kneeling there and 
praying God to take away from her the most 
prized treasure of woman ;- asking permission 
to sacrifice the ambition of most girls. I like 
to think that this woodland dell was the 
scene of a decision fraught. with tremendous 
consequences for the future of this country.” 
St. Brigid, he declared, gave Irish monastic- 
ism a completely new orientation. She com- 
pleted the great trinity of apostles, . 

é“ Mary of the Gael!” cried the preacher. 
‘“WVhat a fitting title for the purest, sweetest, 
hohest jewel of Irish womanhood! Are we 
worthy to claim her, to possess her, to boast 
her our own dear saint’ Are we imitating 
her who was given us by God to imitate, or 
are ‘we not imitating a moral code, imported 
into our midst by. alien and now pagan 
countries? Is Mary of the Gael proud of her 
daughters to-day, as she had every reason to 
be down the long centuries of persecution, 
when the purity of Irish womanhood was a 
watchword throughout the world? .

A meeting was held at Hill House, 
Bachelor’s Walk, Dublin, when the Dublin 
Public Utility Societies’ Federation was 


formed under the chairmanship of Mr. James 
Vincent Brady, solicitor. 

The objects of the Federation will b::— 

(1) To endeavour to arrange suitable, finance 
facilities for pubic utiity societies by way of 
direct loans from the Government and 
municipal funds, with such safeguards and 
securities as may be necessary. 

(2) To seek an allocation of Government 
grants and municipal loans for public utility 
societies on an equitable basis. 

(3) To press the Government and municipal 
bodies for the re-organisation of machinery to 
deal efficiently and rapidly with Government 
loans and grants. 

(4) To investigate all matters, pertaining to 
the supply and price of building materials, 
and to seek reasonable concessions from the 
Government “for the use of alternative 
materials when the supply of native goods is 
unequal to the demand. 

(5) To combat “‘rings’’ formed by builders’ 
providers and others for the purpose of in- 
creasing prices. es 

(6) To seek special facilities from the 
municipal bodies, and, if possible, special 
legislature from the Government, for the ac- 
quistion of suitable sites at reasonable ground 
rents. Ns sd 

(7) To seek legislative powers for the limita- 
tion of the number of public utility so@eties 
which may be allowed to operate in any given 
area. a

NEW FACTORY AT NENAGH. 


The plans for the start of another new Irish 
industry—the manufacture of aluminium— 
are made public to-day. This is the sequel 
to the imposition last month by the Dail of 
a 50 per cent. tariff on manufactured articles 
made wholly or mainly of aluminium or any 
aluminium alloy. 

The Irish Aluminium Company, Ltd., has 
a capital of £20,000, the public issue of which 
has been underwritten by the Industrial Credit 
Company, Ltd. 

The Chairman of its Board of Directors is 
Dr. J. F. Crowley, whose firm were Consalt- 
ing Engineers to the Free State Government 
| during the first four years of its existence. 
The Managing Director is Mr. F. P. Webster, 
of the Midland Metal Spinning Company, an 
eminent aluminium technical expert and in- 
dustrialist. Mr. Philip O'Connell is the In- 
dustrial Credit Company’s nominee on the 
Board. 

A prominent feature of the plans is the 
news that the technical executive posts, 
numbering twenty in all, will be filled by 
Irishmen. To make certain of this, eighteen 
young Irishmen were sent over to England 
for the intensive training necessary to fit them 
1 for their responsibilities in the new industry.

A factory designed on modern lines, and to 
be equipped with up-to-date plant, is to be 
erected at Nenagh, County Tipperary, with a 
ground floor area of 23,000 square feet.

1932 shows imports of aluminium hollow-ware 
into the Free State of £19,744. In 1933, the 
value of these imports was, as stated, £22,883 
—an increase in one year of £3,139, or about 
16 per cent. Dairy utensils, motor parts, 
casings, motor bodies; in fact, everything in 
which lightness coupled with efficiency makes 
for labour-saving and a reduction of overhead 
costs is aluminium’s. field.

BACON IMPROVING. 


From Our CoMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Although it cannot be said there is any 
greatly increased activity in the provision 
trade, a better undercurrent is noticeable in 
most departments. While demand for bacon 
was rather on the quiet side at the beginning 
of the .week, the market gradually 
strengthened and closed firm for all cures. 
Irish remains unchanged, and at the weekly 
meeting of the Manchester Bacon Committee 
it was decided to make no alteration in 
English or Continental cures. There appears 
to be some doubt as to whether Danish bacon 
factories will be able to supply the full 
“quantities permitted under the quota in the 
near future In view of this, an estimate 
of pig killings in Denmark for the coming 
nine months based on the last pig census in 
that cabelas has been made. It shows that 
at present the Danish contingency is esti- 
mated;as being equivalent to about 84,000 
carcagés per week, and, as the weekly kill- 
ings in that country amount to about 92,000 
to 93,000 head, only some 9,000 are left for 
the/ home market, while the consumption is 
normally estimated at some 12,000 to 15,000 
pigs. It appears that hardly any pork will 
be available for the Danish market if the 
present quota remains unaltered. There ap- 
pears to be some probability of increased con- 
signments from Canada during the coming 
month, but, as the number of sows in ‘that 
country only shows a small increase, it is not 
expected that shipments will be materially 
heavier for some time to come. 
STEADY MARKET FOR IRISH BUTTER. 

The Danish official quotation for butter has 
again been wired unchanged, and “top” still 
stands at 134 kroner per 100 kilos. At the cor- 
responding period of jast year the figure was 
146 kroner, and in 1932150 kroner. The market 
closed steady for all descriptions. Choicest 
Irish creameries continue in fair request, and 
Colonial makes show some improvement. 
According to official returns for last month, 
imports of butter showed an increase of 30 
per cent., as compared with May, 1933, and 
‘the total of 50,000 tons was the highest re- 
corded of any month. Both British and 
foreign countries shared the increase: imports 
from the former—principally, New Zealand, 
Australia and the Irish Free State—of 27,500 
tons, compared with 20,000 tons a year 
earlier, while imports from fgreign countries 
rose from 18,000 tons to 22,500 tons. De- 
mand for eggs continues oir a side, 


but, taken all round, quotations remain 
a. steady. 
‘ LIVE STOCK, 


Taken in the aggregate, offerings of live 
stock at the Manchester Cattle market on 
Tuesday were on a smaller scale, although 
there was a slight increase in the number of 
Irish fat cattle penned. Fat cattle met with 
a steady demand at firm prices, but lambs, 
which were fairly plentiful, wete rather easier 
to buy. Supplies to the Manchester Pig 
market were fairly good. Trade showed 
some improvement, and quotations generally 
ruled steady. Business at the Manchester 
Dead Meat market has been quiet through- 
out the week, and prices of all classes of 
home-killed and imported have shown very 
little fluctuation. 

Demand for dead poultry continues quiet, 
and beth ducklings and chickens occasionally 
showed an easier tendency. Salmon in good 
supply and demand at present reasonable 
prices. Irish was quoted up to ls. 6d., and 
grilse 1s. to 1s. 2d. per lb. (wholesale).

EARLY MORNING SCENE AT

SHIRT FACTORY STRIKE. 


Over. a hundred female workers at the 
Somax Shirt Factory, South Great George's 
street, Dublin, took strike action on Satur- 
day last as a protest against the manage- 
ment’s refusal to reinstate a dismissed 
worker.

soil, weather, the stock to feed it, and the 
ability to sow it in time, as well as a number 
of other things. Let us take it that the 
weather will be pretty much as always, that 
we have average soil and average crop and 
stock conditions, and then we can go after a 
green crop that will be worth’ while. Just 
now, or, at least, up to the middle of the 
month, a crop of hardy green turnips sown 
broadcast will give a fine yield of succulent 
food during the winter. And we should re- 
member that while all round the crop is about 
equal to mangolds in feeding value jit is a 
better crop for feeding on the farm, It is 
richer in the more expensive food components 
and can be used successfully to balance home. 
grown foods.: I have not the figures before 
me as [ write, but the proteins in this crop 
are probably four or five times as great as 
the proteins in mangolds. Other crops for 
sowing this month are rye and rape, either 
mixed together or singly, and these crops are 
far better feeding material than mangolds or 
swedes, and will do more to balance a ration 
than good meadow hay. This crop can be 
sown successfully up to the end of the month, 
and, if well done, will give a big yield in 
winter,

HARDY GREEN TURNIPS. 


Where green turnips are to be sown, the 
ground should be got into condition im- 
mediately, and the better condition the better 
the crop will probably.be. If the weather 
is abnormally dry, it would be better wait 
even at the risk of having to substitute a rye 
or other crop later, but this is improbable. 
When the ground is in good tilth 4lbs. to 
5lbs. of seed can be broadcast to the statute 
acre. A useful rye and rape mixture of 
average land is about eight stone of rye and 
dibs. of rape to the statute acre. Of course, 
the seeds are not actually mixed, otherwise 
the rape would smother tne rye. They are 
sown separately, giving the rye about twelve 
days’ start. The manure for either of these 
crops will depend largely on the state of the 
land and the manure available. If well 
rotted farmyard manure is available, and 
ean be worked into the land in time, very 
little more is needed except a slight stimu- 
lant. But, as a rule, dung is scarce this 
time of year, and, except the land is already 
in very good heart, we will have to supply a 
| complete dressing of fertilisers. Four cwt,
